Prom the Troy Times. 


The extraordinary'subterraneous quar- 


•ies known by tbe name of the Catacombs, 
extend under a very great part of the city 
of Paris. For the first building of Paris, 
.he stone wna raised in the environs, and 
s the city was enlarged tbo suburbs were 
iuilt imperceptibly over the ancient quar- 
ies, so that all that is seen beyond the 
ncient limits is essentially wanting in 
oundation. 
The Faubourg St. Juque», 


the Hue de la Harpo, aud. the. C uc 1'our- 
ion, stand immediately over the ancient 
quarries, and'pillars have been erected in 
very many places to support the weight ol 
the. BOUH?S. 
Tho principal entrance i* 


iear the Burriore St. Jaqties, where there 
s a descent by steps to i.he depth of 3CU 
ect perpendicular. At the entrance the 
>atn i» narrow for a considerable way; but 
ho visitor afterward enters large and 
ipacious Directs, all marked, with names, 
as in tbo city above, nnd advertisements 
and bills are not uofrequently twbe seen 
>asted on the wallf, so that the place has 
n BO ire measure-the appearance of a large 
.own swallowed up in the earth. The 
general height of the roof in about nine 
'eet; but in come parts no less than thirty,' 
and even forty, 
Under the' houses and 


many of the streets tho roof neenn to be 
tolerably secured by immense stones set 
mortar; in other ports, where there are 
only fields, or garden* above, it is totally 
unsupported for considerable distances, 
the root' being level or a plain piece of rock. 
After the visitor has walked' ubout two 
miles it used to be the custom to showhim 
into a kind of saloon cut out of the rock', 
and said to be exactly under tho Churuh 
of St. Jaques, which was occasionally 
illuminated, and contained representation's 
in miniature of fortification!*, with cannot: 
ready to fire, &c. The journey through 
the Catacombs is a. very tedious one, and 
the damp and cold air is often attended 
with unwholesome effects. Tho tempera' 
ture i», for the must part, colder than on 
tho surface of the earth, except in hard 
frosts, when it is said to be otherwise. In 
some of the patiages and caverns where 
tho rock is low, and in the descent, an op- 
pression of. breathing is felt. For many 
years there have not been more than two 
entrances in the quarries, viz.: at the Bar- 
riere St. Jaques and at the Val de Grace, 
it having' been deemed necessary to secure 
all the entrances, irom it having been for- 
merly inhabited by a gang of robbers who 
infested Paris. 


The Catacombs contain all the visible 


remains of huinnn creatures, that liai 
filliid tho turiai-places within the walls o 
Paris for nearly 1,000 years.; They were 
brought from the' cemeteries;' particular!} 
that of "Le« Innocen»,".in 1788, »nd it 
wnj tho plan of U. Lenoir, Lieutenant 
General of tbe police, that tbe bones shoul(

be placed in regular rows, -with appropri- 
ate inscriptions, serving as lessons to the 
living. The skulls of which there are 
above 2,090,000, are placed in conjunction 
with the bones of tbe legs and arms, in a 
matmnr which has a very etxiking appear*- 
ancc. Many of these belong to the victims 
of revolutions; the dead of the 10th of 
August, and those of the 3d and'3d "of 
September, 1702, are deposited therein 
separate divinions. Tho different parts of 
the Catacombs are named, with strange 
incongruity, after tho purport of the in- 
cription which was pished there, or from 
the name of tho author of the inscription. 
Virgil, Ovid, and Anacreon have each 
their cryptn, as well as the prophet* Jere- 
miah and Ezekicl; and Hervey, the author 
of the "Meditations," takes his place with 
Horace, Malharbos, and Jean Baptiste 
Rousseau. Among tbcornaroents is a foun- 
tain, in which four gold fish were, or are 
atiU, imprisoned. The Catacombs were 
much improved in 1SJO, under the care 
of M. de Tbury, who stopped tbe access* 
of tho water which filtered through the 
roof—made galleries through the bones, 
which in some places were above ninety 
feet thick—provided a circulation of air, 
by means of tbe necks of bottles—carried 
off tho water in channels—constructed 
stepn from the lower to the upper excava- 
tion—built pillars to support the danger- 
ous parts of the roof—and, in short, was 
the great rcnovater of tbe place, which 
has xubscquen tly had comparatively little 
attention bestowed upon it. 


Among tbe many inscriptions, taken 


either from scripture or from poets, there 
iu a remarkable one over the spring.- which 
was originally discjvered by the workmen, 
for who-ae ute thu basin was made, and 
whoso waters are carried off by a subter- 
ranebn scqucduct. M. de Thury named 
t at first the "Spring of Oblivion," and 
nscribed over it tlio lines in VirgiL But 
his inscription lus been since changed for 
or of the most opposite texts that could 


.i1) been found in the Bible. 
" WhoBoverdrinketh of this water shall 


hirst, ugain ; but. whosoever drirtketh of 
he w iter that I thall give him shall never 
hiist; but the water mat I shall give him 
hall be in him a well of water springing: 
up into everlasting life." 


There is b<"AWily any exception to tho 


act, that thcre'ie among all nations, even 
ho moht savage, a strong and tender feei- 
ng for the remains of their dead; and it ia 
<?mitrkable that t-o universal is the senti- 
ment, that although for the inhabitants of 
naritine cities and of the 8ca-coa»t the 
most obvious and c-usie.-t mode of dii>po»ing 


f the dead wuuid be by committing them 
o tho deep, yet no such method seems to 
iave prevailed, becau>e it would have the 
ippcarance of casting them away, rather 
han of depositing them in peace. In vitit- 
ng such repositories of the mortal remains 
Df our species as the Catacombs, it is im- 
possible not to bo struck with the reveren- 
tial leeling which has estubli.sned so exten- 
Ive a sepulture, and has preserved it in- 
violate and hallowed amid.-t all political 
commotions, uothwithtUindiijg that spirit 
of iiiKult and coutuuiely for sacred things 
which will be the everlasting reproach of 
.ho .first Freuth revolution, and of the 
eventful years that followed it. 
The 


epitaphs and m'friptions to be seen in tie 
cemeteries of France frequently show a 
disposition to treat death with leviry ; buc 
tin re is no i'eas>ou to charge the French 
with a want of respect or aifection for the 
mortal remains of their great men, their 
"riends or their kindred. 


In passing along the walls and battle- 


ments of skulls in the Catacombs of Paris, 
;here is yet another and u more important 
reflection, which cun hardly fail to come 
ho:uc to the victors of the city of tho de»d. 
Tho grim visages of mortality cannot but 


e<t to us what a momentary space is 


tho life ol m>-n, between the vternity of the 
past ani of the future. What its now the 
bode of the spirits that once animated 


thcfe pkulls and tkeletons, or what is to be 
our own destination after death, we may 
guess 19 long as wo please, and guess in 
vain, for tins knowledge U hidden from 
man. 
I'liiloi-ophcrs have been tpcculatinji; 


fur thousands of years, whether or not our 
souls survit'O our bodies, and tlie reMdt is 
that philosophy can give us no certain in- 
formation on the subject. 


It is religion that holds out the fitronc'- 


cst hopes that the grave is not our laat 
hotoe.

The. Italian journals publish a letter 


dated the 8th cf September, and addressed 
to th« Pops by Victor Emannel. The 
King claim* to writs to the Holy Father 
" with toe affection of » son, the faith of a 
Catholic, the loyalty of ft king and the fen- 
timenU of an Italian." 


So inspired and actuated, King Victor 


nr£M the SoTereign Pontiff to acknow- 
ledge that he is justified in taking imme- 
diate steps to preserrs order in :ho Italian 
Peninsula, and maintain the security of 
th« Holy See. H« calls Pio Nouo's 
attention to the fict that a powerful revo- 
lutionary party is rising in Italy, and pre- 
paring to strike the hut and perhaps sue- 
cwaful blow at Monarchy and Papacy. In 
tuch a, crisis in which tiiey arc both mu- 
tually concerned and in danger, Victor 
£manuel begs the Tope to make no opposi- 
tion to his occupation o** the city of Rorce, 
and assures him that there shall be no in- 
terference with the inviolability of his 
spiritual authority or the independence of 
th* Holy See. 


Since the letter was written tho Italian 


troops havo taken possession of Borne, and 
th» people of that city lava declared al- 
mo*t unanimously at tlio polls in faror of 
union with tho Itali.m Kingdom 
The 


latter is now TuluaUo because it shows 
tha spirit iv'th which Victor Emiumel 
professes to K-ivo been influenced when he 
gent his soldiers into tho Eternal City. 
He claims tj Lave written tho letter with 
lh» "affection of a son." Did the Pope 
read it with tl.e gr-rificatiou of a father ? 
W* are inclined to thiuk that he did not. 
Some of the CurJinnLi aro already de- 
nouncing the King as a hypocrite and a 
robber, and i! is fair to sormito that such 
Mntiments coincide with the Popo*s pri- 
»at» opinion, although ho is too prudent 
to say so. 


Victor Eovinuc-1 was doubtless more 


•accented about tho safety of hid throne 
• id the security of hi* dynasty than he 
waa in regard to the protection of the Holy 
See. He took * bold step and one which 
he felt to be nece?j3ry to resist tho pro- 
gress of "cosmopolitan resolution." How 
far he will succeed remains to be seen

THE Pre«idi'nt'a proclamation, defining
